(cuen fuch as vycre fundamentall, vpon vvhich the 
State ſtood as vpon a baſe) as allo in tyrannizing ouer 
their conſciences by a molt bloody and barbarous Ing 
quilition. 

2 Theſecond reaſon was, becauſe they yyere our 
old ſurc friends, and had bin ſo, before they hd Eatles, 
much more before the Spanisb Title in thoſe Parts ; and 
vve deſired ſtill ro keepe them our neere neighbours, 
rather then to change them for new friends, more re- 
more both in atfeftion and manners, yyhoſe propin- 
quay yve deſired not, beholding it dangerous to Poris- 
gal, Naples, and all other Nations, as ayming at an v3i- 
acrſal Monarchy. Elpecially Queene Elizabeth faw the 
perill, ſo great a neighbour might bring to Her and her

The queſtion then is, 
whether this King, when hee came to the poſſeſſion of 
thoſc Countries , did impoſe vpon the people any prel- 
ſures, more then his former Anceſtors had done ; but 
who is able to shew that he did? the ſaid King'becing 
then in as full and quiet poſleſſion of all thoſe Couvn- 
tries, as cuer any of his Anceſtors had beene; and depar. 
ting from thence into Spaine in the yeere 7559. hee left 
none of his Netherland ſubieds, for any cauſe of inno. 
uation, in any thing any whit diſguſted, but in as great 
tranquilitic as euer they had beene. He left behind him 
in thoſe Countries no Spanish Gouernours nor ſouldi. 
ers, but gave the particular Goucrnments to the Nobi- 
litic of the Country it ſelte, and the generall Gouernc. 
ment of them all, voto his naturalFſiſter the Duchefle 
of Parma, becing of the ſame Countrey borne : yybat 
wrong in any re!pe& was here done them ; yyho com- 
plained of any wrong? why was not the good peace 
and reciprocall loue betwixt this King and his —_ 
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land ſubieAs contiaued 2 who began the breach ? whar 
ations of innouation cauſcd it ? proceeded it from this 

Prince, or from the Netherland people ? 
When no thought or cogitation was in this Kings . 
-minde of any breach betweenc him and his ſubictts, in 
the yeere of our Lord 1559. ccrtains of the raſcalitic 
bceing ſuggeſted by ſedicious Preachers, and thol(e Prea. 
chers (ct 0a by ſome of the Nobilitie, little better then 
bankrupt, they began in moſt rebellious rage, to fall to 
the robbing and ſpoyling of Churches, The Ducheſfle 
of Parma being at Bruxels yyhen the newes of this oure 
ragious and generall facrilegicus thett vyas brought vn- 
to her, was much amazed thercat, and demanded of the 
Earle of Bar/amont, (who then was preſent) what they 
yvcre that had done this, yyhereunto hee anſwered her 
in French, Ce/te ſont que de Geus , vvhich as much to fay, 
they are but Rogues or Raſcals. The Church.robbers , and 
thoſe that ſet them on worke, vvherecof ſome vvere 
Gentlemen, __—_ much vaworthy of that title) ha- 
ning gotien notice how the name of Geus was giuen 
them, did foorthwith accepr of the name, and wore in 
ad of brooches on their hats, little woodden dishes, 
to betoken beggars dishes; and ſome of that ſort did af- 
terwards weare Foxe tailcs in their Hats in ſtead of fea- 
thers ; ſo as it ſcemeth they tooke a glorie in this wor» 
thy name : for they alſo cauſed a print or ſtampe of a 
Cocke to be made, at whoſe mouth the words Yize /es 
Gems par tout le monde were {et downe, yvhich is as much 
to ſay, Liac , or flourich may the Rogues oxer all the World :

chafte-Friar Cornelius Adrianſon of Bruges ; vvho being a 
molt zealous perſecater of the Geuſes , and very deuoute 
and obedient to the Church of Rowe and the Catholike 
King, inuented an Order of humilitie and innocencie, 
and vied tovyhip the penitent femalc ſoules, that hee 
confeſt,with a Foxe-tayle ſtarke naked, telling them it 
became Innocencie to bee ſeent ſo. This muſt needes bee 
a ſore and ſcuere kinde of Penance both to them and to 
him; yet not ſo abſurd and abhord, as that Sodomiticall 
practiſe of the Friars of Gant and Bruges; for which much 
about that time , many were burnt, and many were 
vvhipt, by the ſearence of the Court of Flanders, becing 
all men ot their owne Religion. 

For the hanging vp of a Crucifixe vpon the Gallowes 
at Gortum, vyherewith you charge the people, I muſt 
conteſle I allow not of 6 fat; nay rather I condemne 
it asan idle and ſcandalous ation, neither can I ſuppoſe 
it true; yet admit it were ſo,then'doubtleſle either it was 


- doneby ſome irreligious perſons, who mixed theſclucs 


yvith the multitude of rash Reformers; or it by ſome 0+ 
thers, out of blinde deuotion and indiſcreet zeale, they 
might defend themſclues with theſe reaſons, which you 
can hardly refute. |

themſelues, 1 vvill onclyshew you a tew of tho! Priz- 
eiples (rather then Prizaledges ) of State , yvhich theſe 
y Nations haue preſerued 1atire in generall,notwithſtan- 
. diog the many powerfull hands they haue in that time 
palt chorow ; when, euen the mot noble and generous 
ations, vvho boaſt and gloric of vai»rſa! Monarchies, 
Fic induced in lefic time many violeat changes, and a 
trail and fina!l lulle of theis Libertics. 


The 
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The Bataniens(for that is the moſt generall name pro. 
per to this people) were originally of the Catrens, now 
called Heſſens ; they firſt polleſt the Land which they 
now hold, without iniutic to any other Nation or per« 
ſon, finding it not inhabited by reaſon of many wants 
and inconueniences, vvhich their invincible induſtries 
haue flince ouercome; and much of it allo not habitable; 
ia regard of ſundry difficultics vvhich their admirable 
inuentions haue (inte remooued, or conuertcd in:o 
profitable helpes and neceſſarie commodities. Thus 0- 
riginal'y they are frec vvithout forraine tenure for the 
place, or complaiat of any perſon for clbow-roome or 
intruſion, Their Gouernement allo was as free as go- 
uernement could poſlibly be : they choſe their Gouer- 
noars themſclues, vycre he one or more, King, Gene- 
rall, or Farle; and euer had reſpec that their Liberties 
and welfares should not reſt in the boſome or difpoli- 
tion of onc man onely; but ſo wiſely and warily proui- 
ded, that were he wiſe or foolish, vertuous or vvicked, 
val at or cowatdly,tirue or falſe that ruled for the time, 
he might profit them , but should hauc no power to 
ruins them himſclfe, or betray them to be ruined by thg 
Tyrannie 0: others. 

For thiscn4 alſo they choſe a certaine mixed number 
of the Nobles and Commons to fit ina Counceli, whom 
they calicd States Genera? and in thee conſilied a great 
part of the Soueraigntic , at Icalt power to qualifie the 
ouer-ſw<lling toricart of Tyraanicin ihe Superiour,and 
to reprefſe and itay the headitroag and d.fobedicnt fury 
of tae in{criour, and to ſtand in the midſt as a Modera- 
tor betwixt Prince and pcogic, £5 07 Pariiaunc its 14 En- 
faud we 19 dM, 
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In theſe States wnited, together with their Prince, 
(whaiſocuer title he bore) was the Soueraigne Power in- 
cluded; yet ſo, as they had reference in all great affaires 
ro the pcople allo; vvho were not shut out, [ke bealtes 
by Butchers againſt the day of lavghter ) but called ro 
counſell, if the buſineſſe concerned them, and the gene. 
3all vxelfare. And to fay truth, many of the $7ates were 


'of theſe Commons, who therefore would carctully 


looke to preſcrue the common libertic. 

With this Councell of the Sretes all great affaires paſt; 
veithour it, nothing of moment. And, that you may 
apprchend this cleare truth the better , I will produce 
lome of the Articles containing their freedomes, which 
their Princes vſcd to confirme by oath in the preſence 
of the States, before they or the people would acknow- 
ledge them for Princes, that is, ludges and Exccutors of 
the Lawc.

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That the Princes should vſe the Dutch Language in all their 
Writings. 

That the Coyne should be a'tered and appointed by the Prince, 
according as the States 5hould fide it connentent. 
That the Prince might not make anay any part of bis Prin. 
cipalitits 

That the States may not bee Warned to aſſemble upon any 
Connocation out of the Prowinces. 

Tat when the Prince chould haue need of any Impoſitions, 
Collettions, or Contributions, that hee himſelfe per ſonally, and 
not by mediation of hu Lieutenant, sha'l make interceſsion vn. 
zo the States, Without exaiting any thing, otherwiſe then by 4 
Willing and free conſent. 

That he exerciſe and adminiſter Law and Inſtice by the hand 
of the ordinary Iuſlices. 

That the ancient Lawes and Cuſlomes being facred, shouldbe 
inuiolably cbſerucd ;, andif the Prince thould ordaine any thing 
contrary thereunto that no man u bound to obſere the ſame. 


Theſe Lawes hauing bin long maintained by meere 
Cuſtome, were afterwards regiltred into Articles, and 
ſubligned by the Princes from time to time; to this end, 
that the natures of the ſame Princes might not be infe- 
Qed by the cuill incitations of flattering Courtiers, vnto 
the hope of vnlawfull domination. And at laſt, inre. 
gard that the Srares made complaint of their Grieuances, 
* thatthe moft of the fundamentall points of the ancient 
Gouecrnement, by innouations were ouerthrowne, cuen 
then was there a colleaion made of all the atorcſaid 
Lawes; and {o by ſome others, but chiefly by Mary Du- 
cheſſe of Burgondy , they were lealed vp, for an cucrla-

This 
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This was the ſtate of theſe Provinces, when the} 
came into the hands of Charles the fitt, who beeing a 
mighty Prince, (100 bigge for the quiet or bencfite cf 
thote Countrics) tought pl policie and power to melt 
and caft them into a new forme of Gouernement, and 
ro vriite the ſexenrrene Provwences 1n one ſolide body, ma- 
king thereof a Kingdome, and himlſelte abſolute King 
of that Kingdome. Pur, beeing hindred by ſtrong op- 
. polition at home, and ſtronger ingagements abroad, he 
was forced to lcane that worke impertet , to bee made 
vp by the art and induſtrie of his ſonne Philfp the (e- 
cond. He onely had left the rough draught, and firſt 
patternc of that Monarchic, which the times ſuccceding 
Should polish and make perfe@ : to which cnd hee re- 
ligned the Netherlands to his ſonne Philip the ſecond, ve- 
ry carly, to giuc him time, and the aduanrage of attine 
and fortunate youth, to enter vpon this worke, and to 
finish it. All which was done { the Kings (ecyer intent 
onely reſeraed to himſelfe and his Chamber-councell) 
with the conſentof the States Genera//, who gauc him 
the Oath, which they adminiſter to all their Princes, 10 
obſerue the Cuſtomes of the Prowinces ; and preſcrue 
their Libertics intire.

And the Duke of Alua, a politicke Gouernour, and 
great ſouldier, vvas ſent to execute all by firong-hand, 
and reduce the Countries to abſolute ob:dience, asit 
they a not beene places of inheritance, but Counties 
conquered. Now all theſe preſſures vvere vpon purpoſe

the things ſold, but the tenth and twenticth peny of 
the capitali and principall value of all things ſold : to as 
they should haue driven all Trade of Merchandize,han- 
dicrafts, and dcalings (whereby the Inhabitants tor the 
; moſt part get their lungs) our of the Netherlands,which 
| if exation hee thought with all rigour and extremitie to 

i hane raiſed and pur in praQiſe, if he had not beene im- 
peached and hindred from the ſame by the warres;wher- 
as before that,the Counrrey gave him ewenty hundred 
thouſand Guidernes yeerely, beſides cerraine extraordi- 
narie millioas contu.ually payed. To conclude, he cau- 
ſed the King and the Netherlands in fixe yeeres goucrne - 
ment roſpend at the leaſt fifie rwo millions of Gul. 
-deines, which came for the molt part out of the Nether- 
and: purics 

Thathecauſcd the English Merchants goods that did 
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eraffique 11 © Antweype, { vpon hated of Religion, 21:4 
thinkirg thereby to drive them t.om thence) amoun= 
ting to ſeuen hundred thoutand Guldernes, io be arre 

ſted vnder pr:rence of money that 5hould bee arreſted 


and withholden from him in *n2/and, which nenerths - 


lefle appeared 10 be none of his' writirg 0 the king of 
Spaine to doe the like, without any contideration , that 
the Nether/ands had more to lofe in Frzlandgwho theteby 
loſt in Fn2/laxnd twelne hundred thoutind Guldernys, 
wherewith the moſt worthy and famous Q..cenc of / 7. 
gland recompenced her ſubicCts for their lolics : Lut the 
Duke of <.41za, neither yet the King of Spaine, vvoulyd 
not offer, promile, or pay the Nether/avds one peny;not- 
withitanding afterwards, that by the reckoning made 
by the Merchants on both ſides, he (hauing receiucd in 
the Mcrchanits names, about rwo huidred thouſand 
Guldernes of oucrplus found to be in the English Mer. 
chanrs hands) would not gtue it vnto thoſe perſons that 
had loſt it, as the Q-1ezne of #ng/ard did; but rather cau- 
{cd many men (by rcaton of ſtopping the Trace) 10 be- 
come Bankcuprs, to the generall hurt and pretudice of 
the whole Countrey. Betides, for want of paying tis 
ſouldiers, hee ſufered them, without all mil:taric aifct« 
pliffe, to vie all rvotcus, diſordered, and forcible actions; 
as threatning of the people, ſtriking, robbing, ra: ſack» 
ing, forcing of women, and ſuch like actions, and to 
vurne aud {poile ejucrs faire Villages, as Catnicte vitn 
the Sea, Sunvrforr, Af n, and many others ; and ra tock- 
ing diuers Townes, to :nurther the people, thi. king to 
h.uc centred forcibly into Yereche and other townes, 11d 
to haue tpoyled and ranfackt the tame : wha: they 61d 
to Dornicke, Ialenta, Tpre, AMaitricht, Dentnter, Met ilen, 
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Oud-navd Dermonde, Naerden,and cliewhere, is yet in moſt 
fca:etuli remembrance. 

in his time in Brexels, there was abone one handrcd 
and thirry Purgers murthered, and cruelly brought vn- 
to their ends by the Spaniards. In Gard in a ce. taine vp- 
rore made by the Sparzards, there was lixtie or leuentic 
Burgers at one time, and aficr that an innumerable 
numberot men and women flaine and murthered. In 
7pre likewiſe at the execution of a Preacher, there was 
two and twenty Burgers shot thorow and kijled, beſides 
thoſe that were hurt. 

In Dornicke at a certaine vprore betweene them of the 


| Cafile, and the townes Garriſon , two Spaniards becing 


llaine, they cryed Spania, Spania, and therewith wiltully 
killed fificenc Burgers : apdthere likewiſe they forcibly 
entrcd into the widow Porrtiers houlc in the day time, 
and killed her daughter and her couſin, thinking to have 


found great ſtore of money in her houſe; for the which 


there'was no other execution done ypon the offenders, 
but onely they that kad done the deed, were ſent away 
from thence, and put into another Garriſon. 

In Fleſsin2ue was there rot a Bill tound about Pacieco, 
(that was kept priſoner by them ) wherein was the 
names of an innumerablenumber of men both Gentle- 
men and others of the chiefeſt Bourgers, which by the 
Dukes commandement$should have beene munrthered 
in the yeere 1572.10 duets towaes, thereby to compell 
them to yecld ro the tenth penie ? What horrible mur- 
thers were done and committed in Narrdts and Harlem, 
contratie 10 the faithtull promiſes made in Dom Frede- 
rickes name, is manifeſt'y knowne to cuery man : where 
ke cauſcd ate dicien (not ſparing their young boyes 

and 
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and Pag*«<) to be executed, ſuffering their dead bodics 

ſtarke naked to lie a whole day and a night vpon the 
ſcaffolds, 2nd in the market place, to the great shame 

and tearc *t tie women and maids; and ſome of them 

that had dcl;u-red the Towne vnto him,yhe determined 

to ſend them into Spaine to be Galley-flaues, and rhoſe 

that lay in the * Fuyck by Harlem, he {utfered them to dic » a 5conce (6; 
for hunger, ſaying, That he promſed them their lines,but not po ona, 
to pine themmeate. The good Bourgers he compeiled to 
be Pioners before the rowne of _Adlemar, that lo hee 
wmght bring them ynto their ends. 

There is no honeſt nor godly Chriſtian, but abhor- 
reth and is aschamed to doe any iniuries vato the bodies 
of the dead; and the buriall of the dead is thought a fit 
and an honourable thing amongſt the Heathens and 
Barbarians : but the Duke of A/ua cauſed diuers dead 
bodies (to (pite both God and man)after they had beene 
buried and lien certaine dayes in the ground, to be dig- 
ged vp againe, and to bee drawne vnder the Gallowes, 
and ihcie to be hanged or burnt zalledging, that itFey 
dicd without recciuing the Sacrament, or being confcſt: 
butin truth it was done oncly, that according to his 
Proclamation, he might confiſcate their goods. 

The ſtate of marriage (the onely foundation of all 
ſocictie in euery place and Towne, and the bond of 
loue and peace, the right ground of all good lite and 
conuerſation amonglt men, which moſt cooſilteth in 
true aad right conſent) was by the Duke of 4/va broken 
and diſannulled; for that the partics that were married 
in the reformed Aſſemblies, were held as Heretickes valeſſe 
thy married againe, (Which mauyy did)iotendingtherby 
*© beſtow the rich womca vpon tis fouldicts tor a priſe. 
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To con:lude, he did open!y breake and difannull all 
honeſt amitic and loue, that one ma:1 is bound to shew 
Ynto another, murthering and executing vromen that 
holpe their husbanas,and children that comtorted their 
paients in their vitermoſt and greateſt extremities, and 
fuch as did but comfom them with a Lettcr;as was to be 
ſcene in the towne of Ma#richt, vyhere the father was 
cruelly put to death becauie he lodged his ſonne{that he 
had not ſeenc in a long time beforc) oac night; and an- 
other, becauie he gauea poore widow (vvhole husband 
had becne put to deari for Rei1gion) certaine corne for 
almes; another, for that he ſcnt certaine money ynto 
his friend which was then in Ez2'a»d, and contiſcated 
the goods of many hogelt and rich women, becauſe 
they had lodged their husbands in their houſes, whercby 
T'cy were compelled to begge their bread. 

Hee likewiſe prophaned the holy Sacrament of Bap- 
time, cauling the children that bad beene openly and 
publikely baptized a the Name of the Father, of the Sonne, 
anvdof the h:ly Ghoſt, to be baptized againe , becauſe they 
had beene baptized (as hee ſaid) by Heretickes, vvhich 
_ vvasagainlt the Decreesof Counce!s, and all the Lawes 
both ct God and man. 

To chew his extremepride and high minde, in the 
Calle of 4ntw:7pe he cauled his image to bee made and 
erected of brafle, (hke Nebuchadnez=ar) placing vnder 
his feet the Nobilitie and States of the Conntri:s of the Ne- 
therlands : and at Anutwerpe in the mu ket place, where 
he publiched a Pardon, he cauſed a princeiy Throne to 
be erccted, which is vſed ro beter vp, onely therewith 
to honour Pzincesand Kings, which he of him{clte cau- 
cd to be ict vp and tate thereon, 10 the diminthing * 
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the Kings honour, vvhich no Lieutenant to the King 
before him durlſt attempr. 

This is part of that vi herewith the Countrics of the 
N:therlands,both ot the one and the other Religion doe 
charge your great and glorious Buke of Alva, who 
yyent out of his command like a ſauffe in the notttils 
of all the Netherlanders , that loucd their Countries li- 
berties, howſocuer they varicd in points and opinions 
of Religion. 

Afrer his departure the King ſent the great Com- 
mander of Ca//z/e, not ro modciate any thing of his Pre- 
deceſſors tyrannic, but ro purſue it more coucitly and 
cunningly. In his time, ynder colour of a mutinic , 4s- 
1'\verpe, Bruxels, Maſtricht, Aloft, with diuers other places, 
(beeing then vnder the peaceable gouernement of the 
King) were ſurpriſed by the Spanish Souldiers, ranfackt 
and burnt, as it they had becne townes of enemies, and 
at luſt forccd to redeeme their owne liberty, by ſatisfying 
the Souldier their yvarcaſonable demands; fo vnderhand 
paying the Kings Army. The Captaine of theſe coun- 
terfeit Mutincers was one [eronymo de Rhoda a Priclt; who 
(as it plainely appeares ) had ſecret inſtructions to mu- 
tine, or pretend Rebcliion, or doe, or countcrteit any 
other falshood , which might impouetrish the people, 
make them vnable 10 refilt any viol:nce, and to faci- 
fiace the Kings maine end of Conquett, and ablojute 
Gbicion of thoſe Countries to Tyrannic. According- 
ly (the great Commander being dead } hee tooke vpon 
him, by ine private inftruftion from Spaine,to ive all: 
whilit norwithitanding by publike Decrce the King 
had citzbii-hed the Genera? EZates in the Goucrnment., 
Put it plaincly appeared, the face and heart of theie de- 
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ſignes and ations was not all one. For howloever the 
publike countenance ſtood for the Srates, the ſecret in- 
rent was that Rhoda $hould goucrne;which he knowing, 
viſurped the Kings name, authoritic, and Scalc, and rc- 
wraing into Spaineafrerward, in ſtead of punishment, 
vvas vvell rewarded for it: becauſe, thovgh he croft the 
publike At of the King, yet he performed the lecret 1n- 
t2ct, and priuate inſtruftion giuen him. And this vvas 
manifettly diſcoucred at the comming of Dom Iohn of 
At/iria to gouerne, vyho was forbidden to ſpeake,or (ce 
Rhoda, or give him ary countenance, but todemeane 
himſclfe towards him, as if he had beenc an enemy and 
Rebell, yet vnderhand to carry himſclte in the Gouern- 
ment of thoſe Countries, onely as hc Should be directed 
by the inſtruQions of Rhoda, 

Thus Dom lohn feemed to hold altogether with the 
Nobles and with the Countrey, to pitie their preſſures, 
ro promiſe a ſpeedy redrefle of all gricuances; notwith. 
ſtanding all this was but tamed to betray them ; for hee 
ſonghtandaymed at the ſame cnd that all the reſt had 
done before, though after a new manner ; labouring to 
winne and conquer one part by another, and to diuide 
the Countries, that he might rulc as hee liſt. All this 
plot vyas diſcloſed by the prouidence of God, who (be- 
ing no Tyrant, but a father himſcife) is an encwy to 
all oppreſſion and ryranny ; and beeing Truth it [e!fe_, 
hates all diſlſimulation and falshood : for a Leiter of the 
Kings to Dow Tohn was intercepted , wherein all theſe 
ſnares, rraines, and plots, vvcre amply layd dowae and 
dcliacatcd to life, for the better execution of them 
when time ſerued, Vpon which , the whole Statc be- 
holding nothipg that might moouc them to hope for 
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reformation, but yyhar mig" cauſe them rather to de. 
ſpaire of faire dealing, they altogether agreed and re(ol. 
ued to renounce their allegeance to the King of Spayne, 
and finally to declare him falae by Tyrannie from the 
Seignorie, Principalitie, lurifliction, and Inheritance 
of thoſe Countries; vyhich according!y they did, CAn10 
1581. by publike ac. 

And here you lce ſome of the true cauſes of their fi. 
nall breaking off from their obedience, and many of the 
new preſſures you fo earneſtly enquire after; all which 
you malt needes juſtitic for reaſonable, if you be a rea- 
{onable creature, and hauc not the eyes of your vncer- 
ſtanding, as well as of your tiith, ſecled vp with a tether 
from one of thoſe Reich Greſe that kept the Capitoll; 
or put cleane out by the application of Spaaish Catholicon 
tempered vvith goldca Drugges of the Eaſt and Veſt 
Indies. 

For is it not reaſonable , that hee who diſclaimes his 
owne intcre(t, vyhich is right and juſt , though nor (o 
large as he'delires, and fliyes to another vvhicl is anſwe- 
rable to his deſire in the extent, though vniuſt and vio- 
leat, should loſe the juſt title which he ditclaymes, aid 
receiue no manner of benetit from it? In caſe of tenures 
(1 haue heard) that our Common Law (which is for the 
moſt part grounded vpon Reaſon) ſayth ; That it a Te- 
nant for hte ſcekes to the |prejudice of another perl n, 
to chalenge a ſlate of lnherir:n-e,and to pleade 11;being 
euiaed therein, he loſerh his firſt tizle , and cannor tall 
backe to afſime that Kight vvhich before he difauowed, 
But you will ſay, The King of Spaine did not ditauow his 
title of Inheritance by birth. 1 aoſwere, by wordes /per- 
haps) he did not; bur itis plaine, that by oucrt acts hee 

G did, 


did, vvhen he ſought to conquer his oWvne Inhergrance ; and 
ſo taught the people to reſi? him as 4 common and / 7pm 
enemic, Who ſought the ſubuerſin of their fundamental Lawes 
and Liberties, and the bondage of their Countrey. Thus for- 
getting his owne duty firlt, hee taught them to forget 
theirs afterwards; and ſceking to inthrall chem yniuſtly, 
he gane them a uſt caule and ground of farther liberty, 
Red-ſcarfe. 

[The Duke of Alva had neuer charge from Sparne, 
nor ncuer intention of his owne to bring an Inqu;/ition 
into the Netherlands; this is but a mcere calumnie which 
hath beene ſpread abroad, and giuen out by the ſediti- 
ous, to foſter the obſtinacie of the people : but had the 
Inquiſition beenc brought into the Nerheriands,it had but 
returned from whence in long fore-going yeres it came; 
for you mult note, that the Inqui/ition was neue inuen- 
ted or brought vpin Spaine, or there euer intended for 
Proteſtants, ſceing it yyas in the world many ages be- 
fore cuer the world was acquainted with the name of 
the Proteſtants, or with any ſuch Kinde of people as 
Proteſtants are : for the Empcrour Charles the Great, 
wholiued about cight hundred yceres paſt,did firit pro- 
mulgate and putit-in praQtiſe; and the cauſe was, that 
after the Saxons in their Countrey of Saxonie, (Holland, 
and thoſe arnexcd Prouinces becing at that time part of 
the nether Sexowie) had beene brought from Paganiſine 
to Chriſtianity;this pious Emperour having greatly fur- 
thered it, he had no ſooner turned his backe by reaſon 
of his being impeached with warres in other parts, but 
theſe: Saxons turned from Chriſtianity backe againe 19 
Paganiſme; and for ſuch Apoſtata's and forſakers of the 
Faith, he ordayncd an Inquiſition, the memory whereof 
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e4ue example, that ſome ages after it was renued and 
put in practiſe in Sparre, for (uch CAoores and le\ves, as 
having recciued the charaQter of Chriſt,fell back-:againe 
to Mahometilme and ludaiſme; and albeit this 1nqut/i- 
tion was neuer intended (as before is ſaid) to haue beene 
renued in the Netherlands, yet peraduenture it might 
haue prooucd as neceſſarie , vvhen ſignes appeared of 
the good diſpoſition of ſome there aiwell to Mahome- 
tiſme as to ludaiſme. For diuetrs that are yet liuing have 
ſcene written vpon the Targets or Roundaſſes vyhich 
ſome of theſe Gew-gallants did beare, their reſolution 
thercunto, in theſe words, Rather Turlish then Popich; 
vvhichis in effe, Rather AMahomet then Chriſt : and Hol- 
landers report themſclues, that ſome of their Countri. 
men haue beene (o edificd in the preſent Synagogue at 
Amſterdam, that they haue relinquished their Chriſtiani- 
tic, and ate become [elves ; and for defett of an 1nqui/ 
tion, had not any thing ſaid vnio them for it ; nor mult 
they, where profeſſion is made of ſuch conſcience-liber- 
tie, thateuery man may chuſe what he will belecue, or 
whether he will belecue any thing or nothing. 

But this may ſceme the leſſe worder, when there 
haue beene found among theſe Genſes, a companie that 
marched vnder the Enſjene of the Dexill ; for fo was the 
Enſigne called, becauſe there were depifted therein the 
Deuils clawes, vvhich many that are yet liuing, have 
ſeene diſplayed in the tewne of Leire in Prabant, at (uch 
time as it ſtood out in rebellion againſt the King : and to 
may you now fee how rebellion agaiaſt rhe king, and 
rebellion againſt God doe concurre together, tor w here- 
as ancient good Chriſtians having beene taught by the 
example of the moſt glorious Chriſtian Emperovr Con- 
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ſtantiaus Magnus to fight vnder the ſigne of the Croſſe, 
thcle new contrary Chriſtians abhorring that (igne, 
haue more deuotioa to the clawes of the denill, a wel-de» 
uiſcd and befitting enſigne for ſuch as fought vnderit, 
Tawny-ſcarfe. 

Whereas you {ay that the Duke of Alva had ncuer any 
charge from Spaine, or intention of his owne to bring an 
Inquiſition into the Netherlands , affirming this report to 
be a meere calumnic; I mult tell you, he had not onely 
inſtructions to bring in the [nqv/ition, as hath been for- 
metly manifeſted; but, as if that had not bin ſufficient 
to vexc and exalperate the people, by violating their pri- 
uiledges or principles of State, he creates « bloudy Connee//, 
or Counce(! of troubles, whereot hee made ſome Netherlans 
dich Lords, (Who had giuen ayme whilſt their Country was 
brought into bondage, or were w/cd 4 inftruments 10 
captiuate it the ſooner and ſafer by their ayde ) the sha- 
dow of this Tyrawny, whillt Spaniards onely (vvho yvere 
ioyned in the ſame Commillion) ſwayed the whole bu- 
ſineſle; and all other Councels, whether Prouiaciall, or 
that of the Councell of Eſtate it ſelfe, were ſubieed ta 
this and by this means all things reduced to the (ole ar- 
bitrement and abſolute will of the Duke himſelfe, vvho

doth more (candalize the Moores and ewes, and Kkeepe gling arcur- 
backe, and drive more of them from the Faith,then can ({};criche, 
be reuoked by the /nqui/aien, or any other ſuch bloudy 
courſe. And me thinkes, it is better , amoangit cuils, 
bee a profeſt Twrke or [ew, then a counterfeit, crucll, 
proud,couctous, bloudy and barbarous Chriltian;;hongh 
(as one ſaith)i7 Were better to be no man,then either of both. 
Whettore I would have a generall nqu;/ii0m in all coun- 
tties of Chriſtendome, onely to finde out ſuch as yyere 
bipaniolized in the Dominions of other Princes; and 
ſuch would I haue worthily put to the fame torments 
yi hich they inflict ypon others for their conlciences. 
Thoſc Twrks and [ewes you ſpcake of, yyould | baue con- 
uerted by prayers, diſputations , and good examples of 
yertue and juſtice; for no man hath ſure hold ypon 
that conicience, which is retained by torce from its own 
choyce and liberty ; and therefore you, finde fault very 
wilcly, tor that cucry man may belccue what hee liſt in 
the Nztheriands, as it yout holy Inquiſition had power to 
make a man beleeuc what it lilt in Spaine;you may force 
men to corteile, perhaps, but you cannot force them to 
bclecue; which is an action of the will ſubie to no vio- 
lence, but the force of perſwaſion, or the holy Spitity 
motion. And therefore conſidering what a heauy iudg- 
ment lyes ypon them , and how their eyes, cares, and 
hearts are ſecied and (ealcd vp, that they cannot ſee, heare, 
and under/fand Rom.11.9 10,11,13. it were tather fit for 
Chiiſtians to pitic them, and pray tor their conucrfion,

then by crueltics to perſecute them,and lo to cauſe them 
to hate and abhorre the Name of Chriſt,and the profeſ- 
fion of Chriſtianity yet more then they do. Dauid:n the 
£9. Plalme, verl. 11. doth learne vs to make better vic of 

their neighbourhood, then to become their butchers. 
As for that which you charge diucrs cf the. Geuſes 
withall, that they marched ynder an Enligne whereup. 
' on was depicted the deuils clawes, which you oppole a» 
gainſt that banner vvith the ſigne of the Croſle vpon it, 
borne by Conſlantinus Magnus; lantwer,they rather thus 
correſpond; Chrilts croſle is caried in token that he hath 
triumphed vpon the Groſſe, ouer the Crolle it (cle, the 
Law, Death,and Hell; and now as an Enſigne of our ſpi- 
rituall liberty, that ſigne is ſpread and difplaid abroad; 
fo thoſe perhaps caried the dewils claWwes as it were in tri. 
umph, to shew how they were eſcaped from the deni/s 
clawes;(your deuillish Inquiſition and bloudy ſeruitude) 
and might now ſcrue God yyvith che liberty of conſci- 
ence,according to that ſong of Zacharias, Luk. 1.7 That be. 
. #n2 deliuered from the hands of their enemies, they might ſerne : 
bim Without feare. | l

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Where free liberty of Conſcience is allowed, why may 
not cuery one belceue as him liſt ? vyhat $hall reſtraine 
him: if you doubt of the Hollanders making difficulty of 
turning Twrkes, doe but enquire what they have done at 
Twnis, where they haue falne to Mahomeriſme by vyhole 
shipftuls at once ; and afterward to mend the matter, , 
haue taught the Mahometans of thoſe parts the laudable | 
ſcience of Piracie, tor the more affliction of Chriſtians;

Thus hauel here $shewed yoa what great wrong the 
King of Spaine hath done this people, and what great 
c1uſe they haue to complaine of his breach of their Pri- 
ujledges, vvhich is alwayes in their mouthes, albeit the 
would neucr vouchlafe to produce any old Priuiledge 
tor the robbing of Churches, I have alſo shewed you 
where the 1»qu//ition began, and the cauſe vyhy it vvas 
firlt put in praQtiſe in Saxony, and afterwards in Spaine_; 
the name whereof is now as much put in practiſe in Hol- 
land in continuall Pamphlets and Preachings, as is the 
name ofa Buibegger to make little childien atraid.

Still you harpe vpon belecuing,till you make me be. 
lecuc,aud all this good company vvho heare vs this day, 


that you know not what it isto belecue. All the Lawes | 


of the Land againſt Romich Recuſants, though they were 
as ducly executedas they hauc beene, could hardly per- 
{wade you to belecue aright as you Should doe. And all 
the cuidence vyhich your carcs haue heard before the 
Indges on the Bench, and eyes haue ſcene vpon the 
Bridge, and top of the Parliamcnt-houſe, can hardly 
perlwade you to belccue , that thole Komane-cathel;le 
crownes vitich now pearch aboue, did once plot and 
practiic below, to blow vp the State. An Inqui/ition were 
fit for you therefore, leſt you proue worle io ys throvgh 
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yonr vnbelcefe, then the Tarkes of Tuns , cr the Atul s- 
w:'tiſts of Amiterdam that you mention, can doe, 

You nced nor in the [{terne of your Diſconrlie recapi- 


 rulate the notable pieces which you haue proved: for all 


th it you fay, doth but provouc how little you are able to 
fay tor your felfe and how you are led rather by your at- 
te& ion then reaſon. You haue had cuidence enough, 
that the King of Spaine ſought to plant a tyranny in the 
Netherlands; and yerleſt thete should leeme in your eyes, 
or the like, notto be ſutficient, 1 produce an honorable 
Amb.ſlage ſeni trom the Archduke Marhies and the Ge- 
wera'l Eftates, toalolemne Aſſembly of the Princes of 
the Empire, holden at Wormes in Germasy, amo 1578. 
vvhere the Sceignior of 8. © Hlargond declared ar large,the 
milerablc eſtate of the Netherlands , the defignes and in- 
tcat of Spaine, the tyranny of the Duke of Alus, Done 
fon aud others; and vvithall, what danger the Empire 
vvas to expe thereby , whilſt thoſe Countries should 
be made the ſeate of the vvarre, a place of retreit and 
gairiſon, anda ready and able Magazine , by reaſon cf 
their trading by Sea and the nauigable Riuecrs, to reduce 
all Germany, and ſo conſequently all Ci riſtendome, va- 
der their obedicace;it yet their ambitious ay mes looked 
no fariher. 

This then vvas thought ſufficient to put all Chriſten. 
dome ypon their guard; and yet all this is not ſufficient 
to make you beleeue any thing, but the golden Legend 
of Spaine. 

1 hen haue you the reſolution of the Queene of Fn- 
gland ro hclpe them, atter mature deliberation and conſe 
deration of this their cauſe, and the queition betwixt 
them and the King; and aticr she had long and in vaine 
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interceded for them tothe King, and preſc ated both the 
inttice of their cauſe, and the danger ct his iniuſtice by 
diucrs demonftrations of loue to him. Now this her re» 
ſolution muſt needs bee grounded vpon the manifctt 
and apparent tultice of the cauſe, otherwiſe Monarches, 
and a timerous woman eſpecially, vyvould haue Lecne 
wary, cucn for conſequence lake, if not for conſcience, This tute 
how they fauourcd or ſupported the ſubreQs of anothe: c—_ 
Prince, at leaſt if they judged them Rebels, But ig 1s Lhe ofatn 
clecre both by the act it ſelfe whereby $shee ynderiGoke 
their protection, as alſo by the reaſons whereupon $hee 
grounded that reſolution , that shee tooke them for 10 
Rebels , but for diſtreſſed people tyrapnized oucr by a 
cruell, mercileſſe, and bloudy enemy, who by ſtrange 
dealing, had made himlſelfe a ftranger ro his owne. 

This a!ſo might appeare by the Duke of _Ianjous ac- 
ceptance of the title of the Duke of Brabant and Flanders; 
and by the King of France his decliration made for p- 
probation of the cauſe, and conditioning for the tile at- 
ter the death of his brother the Duke of _A@4#jov ; vvhich 
ke would not hauc done, being of the Remich Religion al - 
ſo, if hee and his wiſe Councell had not by pregnane 
proofes ſcene, thatthe King of Spaine by his tyranny and 
intruſion, was falne from his Right, and had manumil- 
ſed them {com all neceſlary obedience, 

This laſtly is confirmed beyond queſtion, by the laſt 
accord made betwixt the King of Spaine and theie Srazes, 
yvherein the title he had is wholly rclinquished ,and he 
treates and concludes peace with them, as with free 
States,to whom he pretends no title; and ſo entertained 
their Ambaſſadours, as the Ambaſſadours of a Conte- 
geracic. Beſides, the King of gicat Briztaine, Fravce, Den- 
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marke, Sweden the State of Penice,the Germane Princes, with 
other Nations in Chriſtendom & without, haue treated 
vvith them ypon the ſame termes, and haue concluded 
peace, and made leagues and alliances vvith them as 
vvith free States, acknowledging them to bee inueſted 
with ſoueraigne power in the waized Body. Now there- 
fore it is iniuſtice for the King of Spazve to fall backe 
from his former concluſion, made fo aduiſedly, and to 
reuiue his title, as an mwmortall cauſe of vvarre and 
bloudshed; yeait is iniuſtice in you, orany other perſon, 
to defend that title by tongue, pen, or hand. For it cals 
both the yvziſedome and honour of our owne King,and 
of all other Kings, Princes, and States, vvho have made 
peace vvith that Sraze, into queſtion; yea it cenſures and 
condemnes them all it diſſolucs all thoſe Leagues and 
Confederacies of trade and commerce, of wartcs offen « 
fue and defenſiue, concluded with them for the gene. 
ra]l good,and ſets all Chriſtendome in combuſtion,with 
a Romish ſquib of reſeruation, and Catbolike equinuccation, 
And ſurely, howſoeuer you, and ſuch as you, may in- 
con fiderately thinke meanely, and (peake baſcly of the 
wiſe and worihielſt perſons employed in that Stare, be- 
cauſc you finde them without traine, or pompe, or titu- 
lar vanities; and many of them raiſcd for yo experi- 
ence, fidelity and vviſedome, from meane itations, to 
areade in thoſe high ſteps of anthority and ſupetioritie, 
(as the Romane Conluls had yvont, of whom one ſayd, 
they Were all Kings) yer whatſocuer is vafi: to bee ſpoken 
of other Princes, is vafit to bee ſpoken of them in their 
places; and the iuft attributes you giue other high Come 
manders, ought tobe giuen them in their waited Body : 
Andthat they cxa it not, proceedes trom their lenity 
| and

A Tonene-combateL. ft 
and hutnility; that you gine it not, proccedes from your 
jgnorance, arrogance, malice, and pride. Therefore to 
conclude this poynt, the ſcrupulous ſouldicr, vvho be- 
fore cither vvould nor ſee the truth, or could not indge 
it, may now be reſolued of the iuſtice of the warres,cucn 
from the King of Spaines owne couteſſion and conceſli- 
on, and from the publike ats of his owne Prince and 
State vyhere he liues. Beſides, the miraculous bleſſing 
and proſperity which God hath giuen to their warres, 
thewes zt « of him; and the policie and power of Princes 
doth cnuic it, and oppoſe itin vaine. God blefleth them 
with peace, and plenty, and riches ia the mid(t of ware, 
and impouerisheth and embroyl:th their oppolers, iu 
the midit of peace : as Tawtalius is thirſtie with water at 
the lip,ſo theſe beggar and breake at the fountaine head 
of Gold and Silucr : God by all theſe meanes confir. 
ming their cauſe, and s5hewing himſelte to be their God, 
if they will be his people. And this(I thinke) $hall ſerve 
to ſatisfic you, at leaſt to filenee your further clamour; 
Shewing, that the Queene of England was mooued to 
take the Netherlands parts out of meere commilſeration 
of their jult cauſe, and the deteſtation of thoſe Sp.anich 
crueltics and ryrannies vader which they groncd. 

Now if you be not weary of your taske, let vs come 
to ſpcake of the ſecond reaſon, inducing that good 
Queene to ſuccour them; which was, partly domellicke 
reſpets , mixed with other important reafons of State; 
namely, Becauſe of our auncient leagues with that pco- 
ple, our daily commerce and intercoutle, the dependan- 
cic of one State vpon another, the aſſurance of their 
good and approoued neighbourhood, the feare of Spa- 
ni;h propinquitic, eſpecially as the caſc ittgod with the 
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Queene, being ſole, of a contrary Religion, and obno- 
xious to the pretences and claimmes of the next Succe(= 
for, vvho might be colourably aſſiſted by the invincible 
Arne of $payne, to diſmount the truc Owner ; and thea 
the pretendcr by the ſame Arme hoyſted oner the (ad. : 
dle, and ſo himſe}fe eaſily ferrled in the ſeate of Soue- ; 
raignty, by the Pepes donation, as hath bcene accyuſto- 
med in other places.

Before 1 come to diſcourſe about Queene Flizaberhs : 
reaſons for taking the Hoſanders parts , giuc mee leaue,l 
pray you, to ſpeake a little of the vulgar multitude here 
in Fng/ard, tothe end you may conſider of the reaſons, 
why hoy hate the Spaniard,and loue the Ho//ander,to ſec 
how vvcll and vviſely this loue and hatred is founded.

e place and quiet entrance vnto Queene Flizaberh: 
ad for further proofe of bis deſire of continuance of 
peace and amitie with her, hee freely gave ynto her all 
Queenc «aries lewels, they inſtly belonging vnto him-  - | 
j-1rc : he alſo kept his Ambaſſadour Lidger in Evgland, 
as thc ſaid Queene kept hers alſo in Spaize, profefiing j 
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outwardly vnio him all love and amitie; and yet this 
notwitſtanding shce perr. ited ſecretly and vndethand, 
the tranſport of Artillery and Munition of warre to the 
Cores of Granads,to enable them to rebel!,iuſt about 
the very ſame time , that the Nerberland-rebellion was 
determined to be begun, that thereby the King of Spatne 
might haue his hands full, by becing thruſt into two 
vvarres at once; both which shee vadorhand furnished, 
but more the warre of the Netherlands, then that of Gra. 
rado, becauſe of the readier conmoditic. Soone vpon 
the contriuing of (his plot, when the King of Sparze, to 
appeaſe the Netberlandbroyles in the —” Hu wr ſent 
the Duke of Alva with Forces into thoſe parts ; and afier 
his arrival there, ſcat him a ſupply of 600000. crownes; 
ſome affirme it to hauc beene 8c0000, She ceized vpon 
his money in the vveſt part of England; and hauing got- 
ten'it ynder her hands, did therewith aſſiſt his Netherland 
Reb:ls , vyhereby this money ordained to hauec ſerued 
himſelte againſt his Rebels, came to ſcrue his Rebels a. 
gain(t him, and bred beſides this a farre greater incon- 
uenience: for it was the cauſe why the Duke of Alus: 
demaunded the tenth penic of the country pcoples 
goods, whereby they became the more alicnated and. 
apt to Rebcllion, 

Some yeeres after this, Captaine Drale wascmployed 
from Fns/and to the vvelt-Indies, vvhere hee robbed the 
King of Spaize of about a million and an halfe of his 
treaſure. Theſz and lundry other wrongs and detri- 
ments were done by the ſaid Queene vato the King of 
T_—_ {uch time as cither had their Ambaſſadours, 
the miniiters of peace, in cach others countrey, they 
profetling to cach other loue and amitic : the King of

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Spaine_s doing againſt the Queene cf Fzind no 
2 whatſocucr to the contraric, whereas shce con- 
trariwiſe continued to doe againſt him vnderhand as 
many wrongs as thee could, beſiJes thoſe great notori- 
ous wrongs here mentioned. Bur when thcſe grew ſo, 
frequent, that the ſ\martyntothe King of Spayne became 
intolcrable; and ſo manifeſted vnto the world, that all 
other Princes and people rooke notice thereof, howwas 
it poſſible that it could ſtand with the honor of a King, 
and of ſuch a potent King as is a King of Spayne , ſtill to 
continue to put vp wrongs, as faſtas shee continued to 
doe them 2 hee was therefore at the }aſt mooued with + 
the preparation of his great Armada raua/! of the yeere 
of our Lord 1588, the memory whereof, by the incel- 
fant clamors of pn1itanicall enemies of peace, hath poſſeſſed 
more place in the heades of the incoaſiderate vulgar 
multitude,then the many great wrongs that intorcedit, 
But thankes bee to God, our peaccfull King Tames 
comming to the Crowne, and well knowing how mat- 
ters had paſſed, did (to the great happines of the Realm) 
falue vp this ſore from further feſtring, vvhereunto hee 
found Spaize moſt ready and willing, and well content 
to let patle and forget all English inivries, For to giue 
the Spanrards their due, certaine it is, they are men that 
are not of vnreconciliable and reuengefull natures, nor 
ſuch long entertainers of defire of reucnge , as ſome 0- 
ther Nations are ſaid to be: And this appeareth mani- 
feftly in this Nation more then in others ; for notwith- 
ſtanding all fore-going hoſtilitie betweene Fng/i:bmen 
and Spaniards both by tea and land, and inuaſions cucn 
in Portugal and Spaine it (elfe , vyhcreof people may re- 
waine more {enlible, then of an vncifeRuall Armada,

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yet hath not any Zg/ih Ambaſladour, nor ary other 
of-the Fngiish Nation beene by Spaniards in Spaine bar. 
barouſly abuſed; but I am ashamed (eucn for the honor 
of our Nation) to repeate, how Spanish Ambaflacors and 
o:her Speriards haue beene vicd in England. 

As for the ſundry bencfits which the commerce and 
tra tique betweene England and Spaine hath brought ynto 
ouf Nation, I doubt not but many of our Merchants, , 
ſea fariag men and others will confeſle, and farre more 
profit and begcfite will no doubt enſue the moſt houo- 
rable and great alliance now expeaed, 

But let ys come to our good neighbours and friends 
the Ho//anders, and conſider of the grateful! goodueſle 
and benefits which we reape by them, that thereby wee 
may know how well and wiſely wee ate aduiſed to e- 
ſtceme them for our good neighbours and fricuds , and: 
ſo friendly ſticking vnto them. : 

That we haue for aboue theſe fifty yeeres taken their 
parts is ſufficiently knowne ; that the people of England 
haue oftentimes generally ſmarted by the great preitures 
and parliamentall payments impoſed vpon them by 
2accne Elizabeth , to vphold theſe friends and neigh- 
bours withall, is likewiſe well enough knawne ; as allo 
that great aboundance of Fng/ish bloud hath beene shed 
1a their quarrell, and an infinit number of Englishmens 
' lives loſt, yyhoſe courage and valour. was worthy of 
more honour, then in their baſe and dishonourable fer- 
uice could be deſcrued; and now when all comes to all, 
they are fo farre from honeſt ciuilitie, that they will not 
acknowledge any friendship done them, and therefore 
canthey not entcrtaine any thoughts of obligation or 


grati:ude ; nay, they dare plainely tell ys, that wee are

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behelding vnto them, vvhich is as much to ſay, that 
they expet gratitude at our hands,

Had wee once beene as wile to keepe 
Our eepe from thence; or were wenow as warie to ba- 
nish their Silbes,YVelners,Tobacco, and other needlefſe com- 
modities trom hence, then wee might hap indeed to 
gaine by the Trading, otherwiſe we may put the gaine 
16 Our eyes. But the Cultomes would ſo bee leſſened; 
pay ratner let the Commonwealth ſinke, | 
For 
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For the Netherlands ingratitude, I cannot accuſe them, 
ncither yvill I excuſe them : I know many old and wor. 
thy Commanders, who haue loſt their blouJ and bones 
in their quarrell , complaine of negle, contempt, and 
forgetfulneſle of former good turnes; and perhaps there 
is too much cauſe of their complaint: but for my parti. 
cular, as I fight for them, ſo 1 have my mcancs trom 
them, and should be taxed of ingratitude my ſcife, if I 
Should taxe them of vvhat 1 know not, or tcecle not, 
Souldiers haue ncuer the happineſle to bee well rewat« 
ded, or yvorthily regarded as they ought in any place; 
the reaſon perhaps is, becauſe their employment is bur- 
thenſome cuea to thole that employ them : and there. 
fore though neceſlitic procure their entertainiucnt, yet 
that compuliion, together with the perfan, is alike vn- 
gratcfull. Looke into Greece and Reme ,.and ali great 
States, how they haue vſed their owne , and then you 
vvill aot ſo much yyonder, that the idle, ynexpetienced, 
and moit incon(iderate fort of people in thele Coun- 
tries, vic ſirangers no better. Men are apt to bury ma- 
ny benefits vader the mines of one iniutie : and the 
Welſt.winde from our Coalit, blowes not fo fauourable 
a galc vpon this as it bad wont ; neither doc the Starres 
trom our Firmament, cali vpon them {o happy an at- 
pect and truittull influence, as heretofore: they there- 
fore cani.ot diflemblc rhe alicration, but shew it ailo in 
the altcratioa of their 10v0Kkes towards VS. 

Another reaſon vuhy we receiue no better vic, may 
be the buying and ſelling of -7/xces; of which, vvhen the 
States haue taken norice, as of Othces valuable at high 
rates, they haue inquiied into the ſecret vyayes of that 
Saine, and have abridged it 1 yhai they:could, Vaceas, 
S $33 at 
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it preferment might have proccedce the right way in 
any reaſonable manner, according tothe Jaw of Armes 
and Armies, that is, freely to the next ſucceſlor as heire 
to his predeceſlor; or to the beff deſerner, as purchaler by 
perſonall worth and walony, then neither should the 
Souldicr complaine of his Officer, or the Officer of the 
State : whereas now the price is cucria the eye of the 
Commander, that he may gather vp his money {pcedily 
by exattion, vvhich he hath disburſed, leſt it proue 100 
deare a bargaine;andirtis alſo in the eye of the State, 
cauſing them to imagine the Commanders protit to be 
farre more then it is-for yyhich he venters ſo wuch mo- 
ney, and his life ro boot, asif hee intended to buy dan- 
ger. 

Another reaſon may be, that the Srate takes the Offi. 
ccr and the Souldicr to be incorporated into their Body; 
now vyhen naturally ( of all people in the world) they 
loue frugalitic, (cuen ſo tarre , as often it turnes into a 
vice in many) they beholding the contrarie prodigalitic 
of our people, eſpecially in apparel and dict,aboue their 
rankes and abilities, doe dil-afte them as vnonaturall 0- 
uergrowne members to that ſpare Body ; not conſide- 
rig, that brauety is tolerable in Souldicrs, it it beſo in 
any profeſſion, 1 doe not meanc that courtly and efte. 
minatc braueric of perfuming and powdting ; (as they 
vic to doe, who would keepe corrupt flesh trom tayn- 
ting) a Souldier never (mels (weeter, an lookes better, 
no not in the'eye of a Lady, then whea he is perfumed 
vvith ſweat, and powdred with duſt, and painted or be- 
{mcared with bloud : nor yet doc 1 mcane that beaſtly 
bravery, whercin the golden-ſpangled Aſle ſtruts, and 
thinkes himſclfe betterthen the man that rules him and

preſſe and crowd attradts all cyesto gaze vpon them, 

though clad in ruſt and copwebs ; yea the more torne, 

and rent, and tattered , ſcarificd and mutilated cuen to 

deformity, th* more fairc, and glorious, and admirable 

they $hinc both in the eyes of this Nation, and all 0-. 

thers, it they be honorable, though they be enemies. 
Beſides, that braueric in clothes, as it is euer borrowed 

of beaſts, birds, fisches, and wormes, lo it is often bor- 

rowed, or taken yp in trult of poore men; and this mult 

needes mooue hate and envic, when the Souldier pal- 

ſeth by with the Merchants wealth on his backe, and he 

in the mcane time, his wite & chilercn mult tare hard, 

goe thrid-bare , and at laſt breake for lacke of payment, 

except by complaint he get redrefle; which nips the pro- 

digall debtor alſo, and caulcth him to fret, m_—_— 

pine, as if the iniury were done him, becauſe hee is not 

—_  tffered 
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ſatfered to doe what inturie hee would, and by his idle 
excefle to vndoe the induſtrious Merchant and Artizan, 
of which this Common-wealth principally conſiſteth. 
Now this his profuſe prodigalitie makes others (thovgh 
ſober) thought the worſe ot, and fo to recciue the harder 
meaſure and cenſure atall hands, as if it were not a per- 
ſonall and ſpeciall fault, but a generall diſpolition of the 
Nation, vvhich is a great miſtake in this matter, 

Laſtly, the cenforious Cazo's of that Commonwealth, 
ſeeing not onely themſelues by truſt, but allo their 
youth ſpoiled by the example and conueriation of theſe 
over-rcaching Gallants; and that now their ſonnes and 
daughtcrs begin to revell away their cſtates; to shackle 
and manacle, to bridle and ſaddle theraſcluey in ſiitkes 
and veluers, in gold 'and filuer, and to waxc wearic of 
that ancientand commendable trugality , which main- 
raines their liberry,muſt needes hatethole that they be- 
hold ro bc the cauſe of this vanitic , vvhich threatneth 
and introduceth flauerie ; eſpecially when they ſec it 
proccedes from the imitation of the French, Faglich, and 
Scottich Nations, who were firſt called in by their vertue 
and yalour, to be the bulwards and walles of their Com. 
monwealth ; but now pull downe with the left hand, 
what they built with the right, laying open by their Lu- 
citrian pride, a breach wide cnough tor the wrath of 
God, and politique power of ambitious man, to cntcr 
in front for their deſtruQtion, 

Theſc or ſome of thele may be the cauſes, vvhy the 
modelter an better ſort (whercot there arc many) re. 
ccive no better vie, being mixt with bad deſerucrs ; and 
yvhy (perhaps) they ſeerve to bee hated, orat leaſt dif» 
cclpcted, euen of thoſe tor whom they tight, and vvho 
ought 
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ovght to proſecute them vvith all honorable attributes, 
reuerent reſpeas, and ample rewards. 

But howlſocuer , if we compare their vic of vs, vvith 
the vie you haue and doe finde vnder the King of Spaine, 
they will appeare molt gratcfull and rcfpettfull people. 
How baſely doe all the Fnglish vvaite vpon the Spanich 
Dons, as it all Nations yvere bound to fight tor the Sp4+ 
ward by a duty of nature? You are promiled mountaines 
at the ticſt entertainment, but ate payed with a bit and 
a knocke as Apes detcrue, We have lefle promiſed , but 
that is ſurely pc yed, though ſometime ſomething flow- 
ly. When the King of S$pazne is runne farre in debt to any 
troupes, the Generals know how ( like good husbands 
for their Maſters profit) to put ſuch troupes vpon ſome 
deſpeiate ſeruice, where few may come off: nay,they vic 
ro force them on vpon luch vnaſſaultable and impreg- 
nable yyorkes, as appeared in the ſiege of Bergen. So the 
great Twrke yieth to take rownes, by filling vp ditches 
vvith his owne men. And this is generally obicrued as 
a difference betwixt our Generals and yours ; your Ge- 
nerals care not how many men they loſe to ſane money; 
our Generall cares 110t what mony he ſpends in makiig 
yvoikes for the {auing of his ſouldiers lives ypon appro- 
ches. The diference of our accommodation is ſuch , as 
we neuer vyant victuall, and you almoit ever want it : 
ſq that euery ſouldicr with vs, is, or may be (it is owne 
idlenes or ryot be not in the fault) better prou:ded, then 
the Commanders with you. This appearcd betore Ber- 
gen, where 1 500.ot your fide came running to vs,driuen 
by meecre neceility, for lacke of meat or pay ; of yvhuch 
number, though moſt were Engltsh, yet there were ma- 


ny of all Nations; as Walloons, Dutch,Ltalians,and Spaniards. 
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Yea I my ſelfe ſaw at Rees, a ſeruant of the Farle of Gop- 
domare, the late Spanih Ambaſſadour, running away in 
his Liuctic, to the Englizh Bectc and Breweſle : and if | 
ſuch as he, ſo commended, tared ſo hardly, vyhat $hall | 
yvethinke of other friendlefie people? 

Andif the Netherlandersshould (ay (as you report)that 
vvc tooke their parts partly for ovr owne ſakes, they 
Should ſay coihipg bur truth, and it concernes vs ſo ta 
doe; yct this diminisheth not the cauſe of their grati« 
tude; for as in tennis the ball mu be toſt to and fro; ſo 
amongſt friends, benefits and gratitudes mult be inter. 
changed, or elſe amitie ceaſeth, or perhaps diecth or tur- 
ncth tocnmitic. It concernes vs both equally therefore 
to keepe this ball vp, if we intend to continue gameſters 
long ; for aſſuredly yvere theſe Countries reduced to 
ſuch termes as the Spaniard delires,vve could not be lafe, 
but might certainly expe a preſent inualion ; and io 
might they expe ſuddenly to be ſwallowed vp, if ours 
were encmie. This the yyiſedome of their Szare ſawe, 
vvhen they fought proteQtion rather from the Queene 
of Enzland, as beciug more ft, then from the King of 
France , as being nog—_ And this the wiſedome of 
our Stare then conteſled allo, vyhen they ioyned vvith 
them for the aptnes and oportunity , cach Srate had to 
hclpe or annoy one the other , aſwell ia commerce and 
trade, as alſo in wares offenſue and detenfiue : and L[ 
vvonder thorow vyhat new SpeQtacles your yviſdome, 
(the vviſedome of the preſent times ) ſecs the contrarie 
to the vviſedoime of the auncient, yvhich our experi- 
ence hath proucd & approued proſperous to both Srazes, 
Red-ſearfe. 

You lay England might fearc an invaſion from _=_

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but whit reaſon was there , why wee shovuld haue any 
feare of {vch an invaſion, but cn!y for our taking their 
parts againſt their truc and lawtull Soucraigne the Kirg

The iniutries and abuſes offered to our Nation in Meſ- 
cony, Groonland, and the calt-Indies, vvere not the ats of 
the State, but of ſome wicked peifuns, who weatie of 
their owne welfare, would as gladly haue the King of 
Spazne their Maſter againe as you , or any other Span;ch 
Pcenuoner could wish.

the Ne:herlandish people, vvho common'y pay them a« 
gaine in their owne coyne, hauing learar of them to de- 
tace Gods images, and to ſtawpe the deuils there in 
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bloud and reuznge, elpecially in the Eaſt-[nJies. Nei- 
ther yet will L mention what the French haue felt in Flo. 
' Hiteryof 7idas, vvherc Pedro de Mclendes hung vp all the Frenchmen 
Hou %.ynder the command of Lardowice, with this inſcription 
ouer their heads, [ doe not this as onto Frenchmen ,but 10 Lu- 
therans and Heretiques, A vvatch-word and a mirrour to 
O'1rs abroad in Yergraia and the Bermuda's , as allo to vs 
at home, to tcach vs to beware, and bchold what cour- 
tclie we arc to expect from them where they are maſters; 
and how they can hang vp ſome for being Hereriques, O- 
thers for being of th1s or that Nation, and others for being 
mn, and ſo ſpare none, but in firte hang vp a/ for their 
profit. But they will not deale thus by the English; no 
doubtleſſe, they loue their heart blouds too well; looke 
vpon theſe examples that follow for your lcarning, and 
then tcll me vvhar vou thinke : for thele are Kknowne ' 
for truths to cuery Sayler in Radcliffe. 

About tweluc or tourteene yeeres ſince, there was a 
Ship ſer.t from Loudon called the Yiyſſes, to Trinidade to 
trade for Tobacco; vvhich our Merchants had woot to 
doe, in the time that Beres goucrned there : butat this 
time the gouernement yyas changed, Berea beeiog ſent 
vntoMexico, and thoſe parts goucrned by the King of 
Spaines Officers. The Merchants avd Owners of this 
Ship thinking thcy might trade peaccably as they vvere 
wort $hot otf a picce of Ordicance according to the 
cultome, to ({ignthe their arr1vall , and dclire to trade as | 
they vicd to doc; vpon vyhich the Sp.nzards came to the 
chores (ide, shewi..g out their vvhitec Flagges 1n 1oken of 
peace : and our Meichants ſo all 1ied , after the manner 
ot all Natious that belccuc a God, or louc men like 
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themſclues, came ashore ; whcre pretently the Spaniards 
ceized ypon all thatlanded,to the number of 27.pertons, 
and kept them, as they pretended, for hoſtages, bur 
would neuer deliver them , til} they had for their ran. 
ſome drawne the ship (fo drv of Amwoition , clothes, vi- 
Quals, and ail other necc aries, as hee could ſpare no 
more, hauing left her ſeltc ſcarce enough to bring her 
home : vvhich when the Spaniards percetued, and towe 
withall, that they could not by talshood poſlefte the 
Ship; they tooke the 27.priſoners;and in fie. d of ſetting 
them free,and lending them home as they promiſed and 
conditioned, bound each of them to a ſeveral! tree, at: d 
in the (ight of the Sunne, and in the eye of their lamen- 
ting fricnds on shipboord, vvho could not helpe them, 
cut their throates, and left them there and went their 
vvayes : fo that when their companions came on $hore, 
they beheld the yyotull tpetacle, but could Joe no far- 
ther courtelic to them, then couer their bodies vvith 
carth, burying them with a peale of cryes and impreca- 
tions lent to heauen, for iuſt vengeance to bee powred 
vpon that perfidious place and people. 

About two yeeres atter, a Ship of South hampton came 
thither, the Merchant of which named Chamberiaine, had 
becne there the yere before , and there was owing to 
him an hundred pounds of Tobacco : hee, making no 
queſtion but all had beene well, leaped aShore to trade 
with the Spaniards, and was preſently taken, and his 
thioat cut in the (light of them that were in the Poate, 
vvho hardly (caped. R 

la thac Apologie written by Sir Walter Ralrigh a lintle 
before his death, he $hewed , how the Spamaras 10 4me- 
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ricadid tye the Fnglish (out of a Ship wherein M. Ha? of 
London and himfelte were partners) backe tro backe, and 
cut their throats after they had traded with them a whole 
moneth, and trayned them ashore in truſt of their fide- 
litics, vvithout ſo much asa {word or any other weapon 
amoneg(t them all to defend themielucs. And if (faith 
he) the Spaniards to our complaint made an{were , that 
there wagnothing in the Treatie againit our Trading in 
the /ndzes, but that we might trade at owr peri/ls, | truſt to 
God ({{uth he) the word peri//shall ener be conſtrued in- 
diff.cently to both Nations, orbervv4(c wee mul? for ener 4- 
bandon the Indies, and cloſe a'l our knowledge and piletage- in 
that part of the World. Thus hee: And how vnreaſonable 
this is, cuen ſuch as looke into the Map of America, may 
jucce at firſt ſight. TAamerica is more then the fourth 
part of the knowne world , the hundreth part whereof 
is ncither poſſeſt nor knowne by the Spaniard, who 
wants men to pcople what hce hath graſped already. 
Vhy then shovld not qur King employ his numerous 
Nations that way, for the Rtrengthening and enriching 
ot his owne State ; enlarging the bounds of Chriſten- 
dome;,and ſpreading of the Golpel with freedome? cipe- 
cially couſidcring , as the Spaniard lackes men for his 
land, ſo the King lackes land for his men, vvhotherfore 
are forced to people Poland, Sweden, Denmarke, Germanic,

All agree, that the Bzſhop of Rome is Antichriſt , 
and that we should ſeparate from hfm ; the difference is, 
how farre we should doe it ; fome-deliting it farther then 
others iudge fit : yet thoſe that iudge it not fit to ſeparate 
fo farre as others deſire, doe it not in any other reſpett , 
then becauſe they would winne the Papiſts to 1'forma- 
tion, by letting them ſee , how they depart from them in 
nothing, but where they are forced to doe it, by the cleare 
euidence of Scripture, being willing otherwiſe in things 
indifferent to deſcend to their weaknelle , & rather to giue 
their brethren offence, with whom they joyne in all fun- 
damentall Verities, then theſe of Rome who haue ſirong 
6.7 he.z-rr, Meluſions to cauſe them to beleene lies , and therefore mult 
be won by all ſtrong and gentle 'inducements to belecue 
the truth, You'ſce alſo in that Synod , how the Goma- 
rifts (as you call them) can endure the focictic of Bi- 
Shops,though net the ſuperioritic; & judge not the gouer- 
nement of Bishops ſimply vnlawfull , but neither fit for 
*Al gourrn- them , nor to be Ture diuine, For as they condemne not, 
God, th1vor but Commend Monarchies, though they doe not finde 
factor that Gouernment the beſt for their diſpolitions,norto be 
impoſed vpon all Nations #ure dinino ; fo they cenſure 
not , at leaſt condemne not, Epiſcopall Goucrnment , but 
preferre a brotherly communion , where ſuperioritic is 
rather giuen then exated; rather shunncd , then ſought.

You produce by the way, a ſet of the Perſe;ſts there 
(15 you fay)profeſt, Perhaps there may be ſome ſuch ma4- 
men ; for Bedlam containes not all the crackt- braynd crca- 
tures in England : you, and many fuch as you arc out: ſo 
thoughthere be Dull-houſes in the Netherlands, all that 
deferue to be put there, are not, Yet why Should you 
, finde fault? This Sc doth ſuprabound with you , cuery 
Order pretends a perfettion by it ſelfe, onely proper ro 
them and their Founder, Here onely is the d fterence be= 
twixt your mad-menand theſe; Theſe place pertection in 
knowledge, yours in practiſe, whilſt both crre. Theſc 
whilſt they know ſomething, being ignorant of them- 
ſclues, ſuppoſe they know all things , the firſt chapter of 
a foole, Yours, whilſt they faſt from flesh,pray they know 
not to whom, and whipthemſclues they know not why, 
ſuppoſe by theſe parts of wil-worship vnrequired, to de- 
ſerue heauen for them(clucs and others 100: for from 


hence is the treaſuric of the Church , that poorcmans 
Boxe 
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Bore of Merit and Supererrogation , wherewithall Peters 
ſuppoſed ſucceſſor is truſted, filled full drop after drop , 
and empticd againe by Pardons and Tudelgencs more 
thena good many, Thus yours alſo not kaowing them= 
ſclues, thcir owne baſenefle, vileneſſe and vaworthineſle, 
ſecke perfetion in themſelves , and through fpirituall 
pride ship-wracke their owne ſoules , and the ſoules of 
juch as depend vpon their rotten principles. Amon 
the Ethnikes there were divers ScAs of Philoſophers, 
which were their wite men, & {uppoſed themiclues more 
perfect then the reſt, The A cademickes, ſuch are your 
Ieſuites {the Srorckes,luch are your preaching Friars : the 
Peripatetickes , fuch are your begging Friars : the Epi= 
cures , (uch are your Popes , Cardinals, Bishops, and 
rich Abbots. You haue Cynicks too amongſt you , who 
raileat all they vnderſtand not; Septickes onely are forbid- 
den , an implicite faith is ſufficient by which ye belceue 
the perfetion of Romish dogmatizing. Therefore ſpeake 
not you of thele Perfettifts, they arc of your owne breed, 
we diſclaime them. They erre in ſcience, whilſt they pro- 
felle it; you in praQtiſe, whilſt you laugh at their foolerics, 
and commit worſe your (clues. 

A third Argument you bring to proue our Goſpel and 
theirs differ , and that wee ſecke to defend a wrong Gol- 
pell, ſeeking to defend theirs, Thereaſon , for their Gol- 
pel allowes of theft, _ 

If it be ſo; we diſclaime their Goſpel and the cauſe 
alſo; matke the ſolide proofe therefore. 

The Netherlands ſteale whole Prouinces from the 
King of Spaine, whilſt they hang theeues for trifles, and 
that by their Goſpels warrant, for ſo it muſt be, or you ſay 
nothing. Surely I thinke if they had you, they would 
farce hang you, they are ſo mercifull : many that deſcrue 
it perhaps as well as you haue done,doc yet ſcape, and cn- 
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joy their libertie in, 6A of amendment , as you doe, if 
you haue thy make good vie of it, | 

But if they be thecucs and ſteale Prouinces from 
Spaine; How hath Spaine gotten ſuperioritic our his 
ncighbour-Nations * bow hath he made many in:ruſt- 
ons vpon Savey, Nawarre, France, Italy ? How vpon the 
Faſt and Welt Indies * How vpon Ireland ,.and how v- 
pon Englandalſo, whoſe purſe he would haue taken, 
whilſt you and yours were ſetters and plotters for the pur- 
chaſc © Is he athicfe for this? ls this Catholike doctrine? 
I feare you muſt paſſe vnder the rod of penance tor this 
ouer-light, Re ber what the Pirate ſaid to Alexander 
the Great : Ianra Pirate and a thicte robbing with one 
Ship , and taking away a little; and becauſe thou robſt the 
whole world with a Nauic and an Armie, thou art ſlyled 
an Empcrour. Indian gold isablc to purchaſe many more 
able flatterers and ſupporters, then you are, And what 
power did cucr wang praiſe, though nener ſo wicked, ty- 
rannons,or yvniuſt? He cannot but be detended and com- 
mended, who hath Antichriſt and the whole Romane 
Conclawe at his command, 

That which remaines is matter of controucrkc in Re- 
ligion, which you hauc propoundcd at pleaſure , making 
mea very (imple fellow fit to be coopled with you for 
company in the an(wers annexed by you: Yet that which 
you propound is ſuch ſtuffe, and ſo followed, as you need 
not proteſt your ſelfe to be no Diuine; you bewray it ſuf- 
Aciently in your Diſcourſe , though otherwiſe 1 might 
haue doubted a Prieſt or lcſuite (as they had wont) might

of good intents grounded vpon ignorant zeale , you may 
obſeruc in your ſelfe ; who, like ary [talian Montbanke or 
Romish Iugeler, play faſt and looſe with your faith, cuen 
in the point of worship, the ſupreme and ſouereigne (cr- 
uice of Chriſtianity; 1/ the Cake be Chri#t, you worship it ;

What cin be 
more plaine and cleare ? Then look for a figuratiuc vn- 
derſtanding of theſe words, and fora (pirituall eating of 
Chri(t,or clic you denic your Creed,and contradict $, Pe» 
ter and Chriſt himſclfe; for the flesh proficeth nothing, loh. 
6, 63. It is the Spirit that quickeneth; not the literall , but 
che ſpitituall vaderltanding and cating nourisheth the 
Spitit.

Chriſt inſtituted it, and celebrated it at a table ; this you 
confeſle; he is the ſafeſt patterne to follow, Betorel heare 
you ſay; Hee hauing ſaid,it was his bodie, and I beleening 
it ſo 10 be his iuſtice and goodneſſe is focb, that he cannot 
condemne me of miſ-beliefe,himſelfe having beene the cauſe 
why I ſo beleene; for if he had neuer ſaid it, I had nener be- 
leeved it. Sofayl, andſo ought you to lay , he inſtituted 
it vpon a table,not vponan altar;he gaue bread and wine, 
not bread alone ; he gaue common bread, and broke it, 
not printed wafers to be ſwallowed whole;he willed me 
to cate, not to ſwallow whole and vnbroken; to take it, 
not to adore it; todoe it in remembrance of him , not as 
if he were preſent corporally: Till he comes,faith S. Paxl, 
not as if he were come; and if he had ncuer ſaid it, 1 had 
neuer beleeucd it; if he had neuer commanded it, I had 
neuer doneit, But now I belecuc,and obay, and will doe 
as he bids me , whatſocueran Angel, much more what= 
ſocuer a Shaueling can fay to the contrarie, 

Beſides, I ſee S, Pawleand the Corinthians celebrating 
at a table , I neither heare of the bread tranſubſtantiated, 
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nor of the wine withdrawne from the people , nor of 1n- 
uvocationor adora:ion, but all done as we doe it,in remcem- 
brance of Chriſts death, by way of thankful! acknowlcdge- 
ment bench wrought for mankind thereby, All 
the refs of your owne inucntion, ſuperſtitious, idoia- 
trous, antichriſtian, 

Looke the place and it will confirme you in a'l theſe 
plaine and cuident truthes: for they tooke the Sacrament 
at thcirlouc-fcaſtes, ſo far then from ſuperſiit.ous adorati- 
ons, as they were irreverend and almoſt prophanc in not 
diſcerning berwixt that , being a religious action , 2 {pi- 
rituall meatc,and other ciuill actions and corporall mcates: 
wherefore-the Apoſile reduceth them to the primitiuc 
inſtitution,far from mad ldolatry and drunken prophane- 
neſle , in chriſtian ſobriety as becomes perſons made 
worthy partakers of ſo great a Myſtery, 

That which you add to auoide your Idolatry, as if the 
reucrence you doe to your Idoll in the Maſle, were no 
more then what we in the preſence shew to the Kings 
chaire of S$tatc, is ridiculous, Out reucrence is ciull, yours 
is religious : all men , yea the ſimpleſt old wife can diſtin- 
guish ours from a religious att of worship to God; it trou- 
ples your greateſt DoCttors to cleare your point in the 
Schooles by imaginaric diſtintions; how then in actions 
they $hall be diſtinguished, eſpecially when they are to be 
performed by an old ignorant woman , it will trouble a 
man no leſle wiſe then your ſ{clfe to imagine, much more 
to manifeſt. | 

That which 5, Auguſtine faith of Images , being Lay- 
mens bookes, is concerning their hiſtoricall vſe;but we (ce 
they haue taught the people ſo many lies, that if Augs- 

fine were now aliue, he would barre them both from 
picaching and praying in tlic Church too, For if a woman

". Shall forgiae,they ave forgiuen; and whoſe ſinnes youshall 
retayne , they are retaywed. But here you leaue out 
; what Chriſt ipake tothem before, namely, As my Father 
ſent me , ſo ſend I you. Chrift-was ſent to forgiue linnes, 
not by hearing auricular Confeſsion , but by preaching 
the Goſpel of Repentance , from dead workes and faith 
in Gods promiſes made in him ; and ſo ſent he his Apo- 
ſtles, not to heare priuate confeſſions, but to publish the 
x Goſpel for remiſſion of linnes, and ſauing poore repen- 
ting and belecuing ſoules, who made publique confeſlton 
of their (innes, as the Apoſtles gi publiquelypreach re- 
pentance andconfeſlion, 

, You bring in alſo the example of 70h: Baprtift, Mat.z:6. 
Where.the people arc faid to come out to him to be bap- 
tized , confeſſing their ſinnes; which makes nothiog for 
your purpoſe, to prooue 4uricalar Confefsion,but chewes 
how glad you would be to finde shelter to couer your

| tcaucs will not ferue your turne, "= 


The truth is, they that came to be baptized publikely, 
were publikely to acknowledge that guilt & finne which 
they would hauc washed away, and remitted by Bap= 
tiſme : for beforc the reccipt of cure, they were to know 
and acknowledge themſclues ſicke ; but all this was pub- 
Itke and generall,not priuately aud particularly whispered 
into Saint lohns care, as you vic and imagine, A Monke 
of your owne confeſleth this;For then (faith he) was not pigur,

We allow confeſlion, andvuur Preachers doe often in- 
force it , what they may, vpon the bleeding conſcience, 
vnable to ſtanch ker owne wounds« But herein is the dit- 
ference betwixt you and vs: 1, Yourvis of neceſſitic, ours 
voluntaric.

Indeed this mult needs ſe- 
cure a!l men; I had forgotten this, Yet now | remember 
me, you.may beabſolucd and diſpenſed withall , if you 
Should reucale any ſecret deliucred in confellion : Belides, 
you haue taken an oath firſt , to conceale nothing that 
may be prejudiciall to the Romane Catholike Religion, 
but torcucale all that may aduance it, or any way Concer- 
nesit. Now the firſt oath bindes, and aſfloiles the latter, 
which is but ſecundarie, and with ſubordinate reſpects, 

And for mattcr of mcere conſcience, howſocuer world. 
ly wiſedome would thinke, and you lay, that auriculay 
. Confeſsion (erucs to bridle ſinne by shame,it is farre other. 
wilc; my experience knowes, that it makes men and wo- 
men impudent, ſo that they care not at laſt who knowes 
or (ces their filthinefle, I haue ſcene the written confefi- 
ons of ſome before they were ſent to their Confeflors, 
and that without the leaſt touch of modeſtic , or ſence of 
Shame in the impudent penitents,when,l hauc blushed to 
reade thole horrible crimes,which they gloried to iterate, 
both in confeſling and committing interchangeably, 

Thus our new-converted Gallants (who neuer had a 
God before, till now that they haue gotten him about 
their neckes , and in- their Tobacco-boxes) can goe to a

others that take your part in this ſubject, or $hall audaci- 19% 
ouſly reply on your bchalfe. Aſuring your ſclte,that not- 
withſtanding ail yon can ſay, many of the English who are 
yours in Religion, doe alliſt the States in their warres 
with body and goods, both in regard of the iuſtneſle of 
the cauſe which you impugne, and the neceflitic they ſee 
of vpholding them, or falling our ſclues with them to 
Spanijsh ſubicCtion and ſlaucric , which they are not fuch 
traitors to permit; howſocuer you, and ſuch as you wig 
it. And for our owne, I meane,ſuch as are reformed Ca- 
tholikes indeed, they laugh at all that you fay,as knowing

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therefore you ſee how eaſily they are drawne to goe ouer 
with me to ſcrue the States General, when you kaue lien

I wish for concluſion, and would aduiſe if ghey wafited it, orl were 
wiſe enough to aduile, that the Lords would carefully foreſee , that 
neither they , nor the Coronels preferre young mea vpon letters and 
commends, to places of command, for ſo they may xduance enemies, 
' & permit (through couetoulbeſle) Indian gold in the hand of a Spanish 
Ambafſador, Agent, or Pentioner; Hee or Shee to ſtickle in the Cawp, 
as it doth often in the Courts of Princes; but haue an eye to old Soul- 
diers of merir, ſeruice and experience , and freely pieferre thern, and 
then (God being their helpe,and till keeping them 10 concord) they 
need feare nothing , nor care what you and your aſſociates can ſay, 
nor what y. 'r Maſter and all his miniſters can doe agairft them : 
Si Dew nobiſcun; quis contra nos? To this Emanuel, this God yvith ys,
